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2, Blessed with the interest and approval of the DD/T, our 
Recording Room was finally completed by the end of the month. Room 
316-320 in the Burope/Africa area was completely soundproofed and 
10 soundproof recording booths were built. Special lights and 
modular desks have been installed and the area is now the domain of 
the Special Services Section, although its facilities are available 
to all Division personnel. 


Another progressive innovation was the acquisition of 


portable, miniature tape recorders to be used by our language 
students as instructional aids. These are already in service.
